SUBJECT: Approve amendments totaling an increase of $10,491 in both revenue and expense
to the FY15 ASPR Hospital Preparedness — BP2 Carry-Over Federal Grant Program, 10
11240; and if approved direct the Comptroller’s office to make the appropriate budget
adjustments.

SUMMARY
The Washoe Board of County Commissioners must approve amendments to the adopted fiscal year
budget and direct the Comptroller’s Office to make the appropriate budget adjustments

The Washoe County Health District received a Notice of Subgrant Award from the Division of Public
and Behavioral Health for the period April 1, 2015 through June 30, 2015 in the total amount of
$10,908 in support of the Office of the Assistant Secretary for Preparedness and Response (ASPR)-
Hospital Preparedness Program (HPP) BP2 Carry-Over Grant Program. A copy of the face page of
the Notice of Subgrant Award is attached.

The District Health Officer accepted this award on May 27, 2015.
BCC Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, Secure and Healthy Communities.

District Board of Health strategic priority: Protect population from health problems and health
hazards.

This item supports the Epidemiology and Public Health Preparedness (EPHP) Division’s mission to
strengthen the capacity of public health infrastructure to detect, assess, and respond decisively to
control the public health consequences of bioterrorism events or any public health emergency.
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There has been no previous action taken by the Board this fiscal year for this grant.

BACKGROUND

The Nevada Division of Public and Behavioral Health awarded the Public Health Preparedness
Program $10,908 (with $1,090 or 10% match) for the budget period April 1, 2015 through June 30,
2015. Funds will be used to support overtime costs for Medical Legal Death Investigators; the
purchase of a Water Tank to store and move Potable Water; and supplies for the Washoe County
Medical Examiner and Coroner’s Office and the Disaster Victim Recovery Team.

Inter Hospital Coordinating Council (IHCC) members determined the need for emergency, temporary
water storage and have identified the water tank as one of the solutions to provide emergency water
for patient care. Also funded are supplies necessary to provide training for the Washoe County
Medical Examiner and Coroner’s Office, Northern Nevada Disaster Victim Recovery Team to train
for a mass fatality incident.

The FY15 ASPR HPP BP2 Carry-Over funds were not projected in the FY15 budget. The total award
amount is $10,908. A budget amendment in the amount of $10,491 is necessary to bring the Notice of
Subgrant Award into alignment with the program budget. A budget adjustment is not necessary for the
indirect revenue.

Should the Board approve these budget amendments, the adopted FY 15 budget will be increased by
